MAY DELAY IT UNTIL SPRING 


Budget System for the National Gov­ 
ernment ta the Other Question, and 
the Demand for Its Solution Is In­ 
sistent.

Washington. -While the ***nafe 
Is 
trying to dispose of tin* treaty of peace 
with Germany, congress as a whole is 
butling time to give some thought to 
two subject* In im rt I en I ar, rn ii m ad 
legislation and a budget system for tile 
government. 
In 
committee In both 
senate and house some real progress is 
now being made with tin* framing of 
legislation under which tin* railroads 
will ta* returned to their owners. But 
It is doubtful, say tho men who art* en­ 
gaged in formulating tills legislation, 
whether it will la* Anally disposed of 
before next spring. 
Tile plan of the senate committee on 
Interstate commerce is to la* ready to 
report a railroad return Dill as soon as 
the treaty Is out of the way. 'l ids may 
mean that a bill will Im* submitted to 
the senate by the first of next month, 
hut senators as a rule are not very 
sanguine that such good progress can 
la* made wit ti Ila* treaty. 
Unless the 
house committee on Interstate and for­ 
eign commerce shall change Its mind 
ll will report Its c on cep tion of what 
railroad legislation should Im* before 
tile end of this month. 
Then if the 
hopes of the house leader* are real­ 
ized tin* house will take a recess until 
about the middle of November. 
Each House Has Railroad Bill. 
This would mean that so far as the 
house Is concerned, railroad legislation 
Would not receive much, lf any, a tte n ­ 
tion before the opening of the regular 
session on the first Monday iii Decem­ 
ber. 
To a considerable extent the 
enate committee on interstate com­ 
merce and tile house com mittee on Iii- 
te rsia te 
aud 
foreign commerce 
are 
working along the same lines In pie 
paring railroad legislation, hut It is 
foreseen that each branch of tie* legis­ 
lative body will pans Its own Dill and 
t Intt the responsibility for perfecting 
the legislation will eventually have to 
Im* assumed by a conference commit­ 
tee representing the two bouses. 
The only tiling 
definitely 
settled 
about railroad legislation at tills time 
Is that it will not provide for govern­ 
ment ownership. 
The roads will go 
bm Ii to their owners for private nun* 
Hgement under stricter federal restric­ 
tions than existed prior to tin* war, 
bul Hie precise nature of these restric­ 
tions remains to be determined. 
It 
seems reasonably certain that a tell 
cm l 
transportation 
hoard 
will

created, and that It will exert broad 
powers

T h e s e pow ers, it seems likely, 
will have to do particularly wit Ii the

In bls message to congress at the 
opening of this special session Presi­ 
dent Wilson Indicated that he would 
return tin* railroads to their owners 
at the end of tilts calendar year unless 
congress in tile meantime should make 
provision for their return.

Minnesota’s rate of tax in the high* 
tnt in the stale’s history, reaching a 
total of 8.05 mills for all purposes, 
compared with 3.45 mills last year. 
The increase includes 1.7 5 mills to­

certificates of indebtedness, but the 
levy 
for general state purposes 
is 
raised from one min to 3.5 mills. 
While Minnesota was raising her 
rate of levy 133 per cent. North Da­ 
kota actually decreased her rate from 
4.3 mills to 2.98 mills, a feat which 
apologists for the A. C. Townley sys­ 
tem of government 
are 
diligently 
calling 
to 
public 
attention. 
But
